GOOD  NEWS!  THE  BILL  TO  EXTEND  THE  LIBRARY  SERVICES  ACT  passed  the  House  on  Monday, 
August  22nd.  The  measure  was  approved  by  a  standing  vote  of  190  to  29.  Write 
to  your  Congressman  and  express  the  thanks  of  all  library  friends  for  their  help 
in  the  success  of  this  vital  measure, 

FOR  THE  FIRST  TII^E  IN  UNITED  STATES  HISTORY  libraries  have  been  incorporated  into 
the  platforms  of  the  two  major  political  parties.  The  Republican  Platform  adopted 
in  Chicago  on  July  27  has  this  sentence  in  its  education  plank: 

"Toward  the  goal  of  fullest  possible  educational  opportunity  for  every 
American,  we  pledge  these  actions: 

"Support  of  efforts  to  make  adequate  library  facilities  available  to  all 
our  citizens..." 

The  Platform  adopted  by  the  Democratic  National  Convention  in  Los  Angeles  on 
July  12  contains  this  statement: 

"We  pledge  further  Federal  support  for  all  phases  of  vocational  education,  ^  tir  XlW^vclvj? 
and  adult  education..."  A  library  scene  was  also  included  in  the  Republican 
television  platform  presentation,  Emerson  Greenaway  testified  for  ALA  at  both 
platform  hearings.
